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THE OWNERS 


HORACE C. STONEHAM 


Horace Stoneham’s first association with 
the Giants was in 1919 when his father, 
Charles A. Stoneham, purchased the 
club. After graduating from Fordham 
University, Stoneham worked in every 
department of the Giants’ front office 
before taking an executive position in 
the early 1920's. 

Stoneham took over as president of 
the club in 1936 following the death of 

: his father. The Giants won the pennant 
that year, the first of five under Stoneham's leadership. 

Much of the credit for the Giants dominance must go to Stoneham 
who supported Scouting Director Jack Schwarz in establishing one of 
the most successful scouting programs in baseball. The Giants were 
the first club to scout in Latin America, producing such greats as the 
Alou brothers, Juan Marichal, Orlando Cepeda and Manny Mota. Stone- 
ham’s general manager during those years was his nephew, Charles S, 
Feeney, the current president of the National League. 

Stoneham sold the Giants to Bob Lurie and Bud Herseth in 1976 and 
retired to Scottsdale, Arizona. 


ROBERT A. LURIE 


Bob Lurie, a San Francisco native, grad- 
uated from Northwestern University in 
1950 and embarked on a successful 
business career. When the Giants moved 
west in 1958, Lurie purchased 84 shares 
of National Exhibition Company stock. 
Although this represented less than a 
one-percent share, Horace Stoneham 
asked Lurie to serve on the Board of 
Directors in 1961. 

: : When Stoneham announced plans to 
sell the « club in 1976, Lurie formed a partnership with Bud Herseth and 
purchased the club in March, He became sole owner in 1980. 

Lurie is one of the most respected owners in baseball and was elected 
to Major League Baseball's Executive Council in 1980. 

The 1981 season was a busy one for Lurie. He appointed Frank Rob- 
inson as manager in January, and Tom Haller as Vice President of Base- 
ball Operations in July. He initiated research on the feasibility of putting 
a dome on Candlestick Park. He was also busy during the Winter Meet- 
ings, taking an active part in trade negotiations. 

Lurie is a man devoted to his community. In 1982, he appointed the 
Giants’ first Community Advisory Board, a panel of 36 Bay Area profes- 
sionals. The board, headed by former Forty-Niner Gene Washington, 
will assist the Giants in setting up programs designed to aid the elderly, 
handicapped, disadvantaged and ethnic minorities. Bob frequently 
appears on behalf of the Giants at civic and charitable events. 


FROM GOTHAM TO THE GOLDEN GATE 


The Giants are a franchise rich in personality, character, and winning 
tradition, They have won more pennants than any other National League 
franchise, and have more players in Baseball’s Hall of Fame than any 
other major league team. 

The club's roots go back to 1883, Jim Mutrie and his financial backer, 
John B, Day, transferred the Troy, New York franchise to New York City 
and were dubbed the “Giants” that first season. The team was installed 
at a park known as the ‘Polo Grounds," so named because it stood on 
the site of the first polo field built in America. The team won what would 
be the first of 17 pennants in 1888. The first World Championship came 
in 1905, with the Giants taking the Philadelphia A's in five games. 

During the club's 74-year stay in New York, an abundance of mem- 
orable performers wore a Giants uniform, including Hall-of-Famers 
Christy Mathewson, Mel Ott, Bill Terry, Buck Ewing, Carl Hubbell, Joe 
McGinnity, Rube Marquard, Willie Mays, and John McGraw, who man- 
aged the Giants through 31 seasons, 

Despite the team’s continued success on the field, the Giants began 
to experience problems at the gate in 1955, when attendance dropped 
over 300,000 from the previous season. The Polo Grounds was poorly 
located, the park was outdated, and there was a shortage of parking 
facilities. In mid-July of 1957, Giants' owner Horace C. Stoneham an- 
nounced that the club would be Jeaving New York at the conclusion 
of the season. 

The city of San Francisco had been discussed as a possible site for 
the transfer, and on August 9, Stoneham received a letter from Mayor 
George Christopher promising, among other things, that the city would 
build a new stadium to accommodate the team should a transfer be 
arranged. The Giants Board of Directors voted soon after to approve 
the move, and the team headed west for the 1958 season. 

The Giants’ first home in San Francisco was Seals Stadium, con- 
veniently located near the heart of The City, at 16th and Bryant Streets 
in the Potrero District. The park was built in 1930 to house the San Fran- 
cisco Seals of the Pacific Coast League. It was a small, intimate stadium 
with a seating capacity of just 22,900. All seating was on one tier which 
extended down close to the playing field. Seals Stadium was torn down 
shortly after the Giants moved to Candlestick Park. 

Construction on the new park began in 1959 at Candlestick Point, 
located at the southeastern edge of San Francisco. In a contest spon- 
sored by the Park and Recreation Commission, fans were asked to 
submit their ideas for naming the park. The selection was made from 
over 15,000 entries, and on March 3, 1959, the stadium became ‘"'Candle- 
stick Park."' The club played their first game at Candlestick on April 12, 
1960.

April 15 marked the historic first game ever played west of the Rockies 
as the transplanted San Francisco Giants and Los Angeles Dodgers 
squared off at Seals Stadium in San Francisco. The Giants shut out the 
Dodgers, 8-0, that afternoon and went on to better their long-time rivals 
in 16 of 22 games. 

The Giants finished the year in third place in the National League after 
two successive sixth-place finishes in their final seasons in New York. 
They were intermittently in and out of first place before the All-Star 
break and were in first for the last time on July 29 when, with two out in 
the bottom of the ninth at Cincinnati, Ray Jablonski hit a two-run homer 
to edge the Reds, 4-3. This was the 18th time the Giants had won a game 
in their final at-bat, which led to the dubbing of the Giants as “'Bill 
Rigney’s Cinderella Team." 

Outstanding rookies played a major role in the Giants success their 
first year in San Francisco. First baseman Orlando Cepeda, third base- 
man Jimmy Davenport, and outfielders Leon Wagner and Willie Kirkland 
all won spots on The Sporting News All-Star Rookie Team. 

Cepeda, who hit .312 with 25 home runs and 96 RBls, was the 
BBWAA's unanimous choice for Rookie of the Year. He led the league in 
doubles and was voted TSN Outstanding Rookie Regular. 

Seals Stadium had a seating capacity of just 22,900, yet 1,272,625 
enthusiastic fans came out to voice their approval of the new San 
Francisco franchise in 1958, nearly doubling the attendance in New 
York in 1957.

In one of the most dramatic National League races of all time, the 
season nearly ended in a three-way tie among the Giants, Los Angeles 
Dodgers and Milwaukee Braves. 

The Giants rose to the top after the All-Star break with a 3-2 decision 
over the Cincinnati Reds, a position they maintained for all but two days 
in the next ten weeks. Their biggest lead of the year was on August 23 
when they were four games in first. 

The Giants had a two-game lead with eight games remaining. They 
lost three straight to Los Angeles and two to Chicago while winning just 
one at St. Louis. Going into the last game of the season, September 27, 
Bill Rigney’s troops needed a doubleheader victory over the Cardinals, 
coupled with defeats of Los Angeles and Milwaukee, to tie for first place. 
However, when the Dodgers victory was flashed on the scoreboard, 
eliminating the Giants from the race, San Francisco lost both games to 
the Cards. 

The pitching staff of Sam Jones, Johnny Antonelli, Jack Sanford and 
Mike McCormick was one of the finest in Giants history. The four aces 
were responsible for 67 of the team's 83 wins and, along with reliever Stu 
Miller, had all but 207 of the club's 1,376 innings pitched. Jones tied Lew 
Burdette and Warren Spahn for the league title in wins with 21 and 
captured the ERA crown, 2.82. 

Willie Mays (.313, 34HR, 104RBI) and Orlando Cepeda (.317, 27HR, 
105RB!) led the offensive attack, aided by a young rookie, Willie 
McCovey, who joined the club in memorable fashion going 4-for-4 in his 
debut on July 30. In just 52 games, Mac managed to hit .354, blast 13 
round-trippers and contribute 38 RBls. lt was no wonder that the 
BBWAA's choice for Rookie of the Year went to this tall left-hander.

An enthusiastic crowd of 42,269 witnessed the first game played by 
the Giants in their new home at Candlestick Park on April 12. Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon inaugurated the season by throwing out the 
ceremonial first ball. Sam Jones provided a pitching gem, allowing only 
three hits and defeating the St. Louis Cardinals, 3-1. Orlando Cepeda 
was the first Giant to get a hit at Candlestick and collected all three of his 
team's runs batted in. 

A sweep of the Pittsburgh Pirates May 6-8 was the beginning of a 
seven-game winning streak that lifted the Giants into first place, They 
played .500 ball into early June, then went into a skid, losing eight of 11 
June 5-16, Although in second place at the time, owner Horace 
Stoneham elected to dismiss Bill Rigney on June 18. Replacing Rig at 
the helm was Giants’ veteran superscout Tom Sheehan. The new man- 
ager couldn't alter the downward slide and by July 15 the team had 
slipped into fifth place to stay. 

The players complained frequently during the season about the chil- 
ling winds that blew through their new home, yet were 45-32 at Candles- 
tick and 34-43 on the road. The wind and the spacious outfield did limit 
the home run production. Only 80 longballs (46 by the Giants) found 
their way out of the park, compared to 143 total homers hit in Seals 
Stadium in 1959. 

The Giants began a 16-game goodwill tour of Japan on October 22 
under the sponsorship of the Yomiuri Newspaper chain. Twenty-two 
players made the trip, playing before 441,000 fans. The tour, which 
ended November 13, was a great success for the Giants, who won 11, 
lost four and had one tie.

ALVIN DARK 85-69 552 3 1,390,679 


The Giants, under rookie manager Alvin Dark, started the season 
looking like champions, winning 14 of 18 games from April 25 to May 17. 
They controlled the top spot in the National League all but one day in 
May. Although knocked out of first on June 1, they stayed in contention 
until just before the All-Star break when they lost eight of nine. 

San Francisco fans had their hopes of a pennant revived on August 18 
when a win over the Dodgers started a six-game win streak, includinga 
14-0 victory over the Cincinnati Reds, with the Giants blasting six 
homers. They pulled to within four games of first before going on a 
five-game skid on August 24. The fans would have to wait another year 
before seeing a championship flag flying over Candlestick. 

Despite putting on a spectacular offensive show in 1961, the Giants 
pitching was less than adequate. No starter won more than 13 games 
and reliever Stu Miller, who won The Sporting News Fireman of the Year 
award, led the staff with 14 wins. 

The 30th annual All-Star Classic was staged at Candlestick Park on 
July 11. Near-gale winds were largely responsible for a record-breaking 
seven errors. One particularly vicious gust blew little Stu Miller off the 
rubber and resulted in a costly balk call. However, Willie Mays came 
through for the Nationals in the bottom of the tenth when he doubled in 
Hank Aaron to tie the game. Mays then scored the winning run on 
Roberto Clemente's single. The Nationals won, 5-4. 

The All-Star game was just one of the many season highlights pro- 
vided by the amazing Mays. On April 30, he became the ninth player in 
history to belt four home runs in a game. He hit .308, had 40 home runs 


and 123 RBis.

In areplay of the 1951 season, the Giants ended the year tied with the 
Dodgers, came out on top of a three-game playoff series, and lost to the 
New York Yankees in the World Series. 

The Dodgers led the pack for most of the season, and the Giants found 
themselves four games back on September 16 with 13 games left on the 
schedule. The Dodgers suddenly collapsed and won just three of 13, 
while the Giants won seven of 13. On September 30, Billy O'Dell and Stu 
Miller combined to beat the Houston Colt .45s, 2-1, ending the season in 
a dead heat with the Dodgers. 

In the opening game of the playoffs at Candlestick Park, 32,652 
watched their beloved Willie Mays go a perfect 3-for-3 with two home 
runs, while Billy Pierce shutout the Dodgers on three hits, 8-0. In the 
second game at Dodger Stadium, the Giants fell to an 8-7 defeat. The 
third game found the Giants coming from behind in the ninth with a 
four-run rally to capture the National League crown, 6-4. 

For the seventh time in World Series history, the Giants and Yankees 
met to dazzle baseball fans with one of the most exciting World Series 
contests ever staged. The Yankees won the opener at Candlestick, 6-2, 
behind the strong pitching of Whitey Ford. An outstanding three-hitter 
by mound ace Jack Sanford in the second game defeated the Yanks, 2-0,

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with Willie McCovey driving a Ralph Terry pitch high over the right field 
fence in the seventh. The Yankees regained the series lead with a win in 
the third game, 3-2. Chuck Hiller's grand slam (first ever for a National 
Leaguer in series history) in the fourth game tied the series two-all as the 
Giants slugged their way to a 7-3 victory. In the fifth game, the Yankees 
won 5-3, but the Giants caught up again with a 5-2 win in the sixth game 
on a three-hit performance by Pierce. The deciding game in San Fran- 
cisco was a brilliant pitchers’ duel between Jack Sanford-and Ralph 
Terry. The Giants, down 1-0, staged a dramatic comeback attempt in the 
ninth. With Matty Alou on first and two out, Mays doubled. Only a 
spectacular recovery by right fielder Roger Maris prevented Alou from 
scoring the tying run. Willie McCovey was the next batter, but his sharp 
liner to second was deftly speared by Bobby Richardson to end the 
series. 

Alvin Dark's crew enjoyed the club's first 100-plus victory season 
since the New Yorkers collected 101 wins in 1913. Mound aces Jack 
Sanford, Billy O'Dell, Juan Marichal and Billy Pierce were a collective 
77-38, and the Giants won 61 of 82 games at home. Pierce was a perfect 
13-0 at Candlestick. 

The offense was just as potent with the Giants topping the league in 
runs (878), hits (1552), home runs (204), RBIs (807), and batting average 
(.278). Orlando Cepeda, Felipe Alou, Willie Mays and Harvey Kuenn all 
batted over .300, with Mays leading the NL in homers (49).

A strong offensive attack kept the Giants in the race through August, 
but weak pitching cost the 1962 champs the pennant. 

The season started well with the Giants winning nine of 10 beginning 
April 29, They took over first place on May 7 and remained on top fora 
month. They won nine in a row starting July 21, but couldn't climb out of 
second. The Giants went into Los Angeles August 29 for a crucial 
four-game series, trailing the Dodgers by five and one-half games. They 
lost three of four and dropped into third, where they finished the season. 

The Giants’ offense was considered to be the best in the league that 
year, leading in homeruns with 197 — 58 more than any other clubin the 
N.L. Willie Mays, mired in the longest batting slump of his career, was 
hitting just .245 on June 1, yet managed to end the season at .314 after 
murdering the bail the last two months of the season. He passed the 
2000-base hit and 400-home run marks during 1963, collecting 38 home 
runs and 103 RBls. Orlando Cepeda led the team with a .316 average, 
had 34 round-trippers and 97 RBIs. Willie McCovey more than doubled 
his previous major league high in home runs, belting 44 and tying Hank 
Aaron for the league title, 

The mound staff ranked eighth in the league in ERA (3.35). Jack 
Sanford, Billy Pierce and Billy O'Dell together won just 33 games, after 
winning 59 in 1962. The one bright spot on the pitching staff was the 
amazing Juan Marichal. His 25-8 record tied him with Sandy Koufax for 
the league lead in wins. He walked just 61 in 321 innings, while fanning 
248, and had a sharp 2.41 ERA. The highlight of the season for the 
“Dominican Dandy" was his no-hitter vs. the Houston Colt .45s on June 
15. Alucky crowd of 18,869 witnessed this first no-hitter by a Giant since 
Carl Hubbell’s gem in 1929. 

Baseball history was made on September 15 when all three Alou 
brothers (Felipe, Matty and Jesus) occupied the outfield at the same 
time in a 13-5 victory over the Pittsburgh Pirates.

Although finishing the year in fourth place, the Giants recorded their 
second best season since moving to San Francisco. They took over first 
place on May 4 with a win over Houston, 3-2. They were in and out of first 
through July 15 and were not eliminated from the race until October 3, 
the penultimate game of the year, losing to Chicago, 10-7. 

Key injuries destroyed the Giants pennant hopes. Billy O'Dell, Jesus 
and Matty Alou, Orlando Cepeda, Jim Duffalo, Jack Sanford, Jose Pa- 
gan, Willie McCovey and Juan Marichal all suffered injuries. Sanford 
developed vascular circulatory impairment in his right shoulder requir- 
ing surgery on July 14 and was lost for the season. McCovey missed 32 
games due to cracked ribs, pulled groin muscles and sore knees. 
Perhaps the worst of the casualties was Marichal, who awoke with 
severe back spasms on July 31, forcing him to miss six turns. During that 
period, the Giants dropped from 1¥2 to 8¥2 games back of the leader. 

it was an outstanding year for rookies. Jim Ray Hart set a Giants 
record for most home runs by a rookie (31), collected 81 RBIs and batted 
.286. Masanori Murakami became the first Japanese player to pitch in 
the American majors when he made his debut on September 1. Hal 
Lanier broke into the majors going 8-for-17 in a four-game series with 
the St. Louis Cardinals. Jesus Alou and Ron Herbel also enjoyed fine 
rookie seasons. Alou was a perfect 6-for-6 on July 10 at Wrigley Field as 
he helped the Giants beat the Chicago Cubs, 10-3. Each of his six hits 
was off a different pitcher. 

The Giants led the National League in home runs for the third yearina 
row with 165. Forty-seven belonged to Willie Mays, who led the league 
for the third time in his illustrious career.

Rookie manager Herman Franks kept his Giants in contention 
throughout most of the 1965 season, only to lose out on the next-to-the- 
last day of the season for the second year in a row. 

The Giants were never more than 6% games out of first place during 
the year and found themselves on top on September 7, remaining there 
until September 28. During that period they went on a 14-game winning 
streak, the longest in the National League in 14 years. However, their old 
rivals, the Los Angeles Dodgers, had a 13-game win streak of their own 
in September and won 15 of their last 16 games to nip the Giants at the 
finish by two games. 

In a game at Candlestick on August 22, a confrontation between Juan 
Marichal and Dodgers’ catcher Johnny Roseboro touched off a 14- 
minute melee, for which Juan was fined and suspended for nine days, 
losing at least one start. Despite the Roseboro incident, Juan finished 
the season with a 22-13 record, a league-leading 10 shutouts and a 2.14 
ERA. In 295 innings, he allowed just 46 walks while strking out 240. 

For the second time in his career, Willie Mays was the recipient of the 
MVP award. His 52 home runs led the league and was a club and 
personal high. He also contributed a .317 average and 112 RBIs. The 
“Sey Hey Kid" blasted 14 round-trippers the first 22 days of August and 
finished the month with 17, breaking the record for home runs in August 
set by Ralph Kiner in 1949. This feat earned him the honor of being 
named National League Player of the Month, the first such honoree to be 
named unanimously.

The Giants waged an heroic battle the last nine days of the season, but 
lost to the Dodgers on the final day. 

First place belonged to the Giants all but four days from May 6-July 16. 
They stayed in close contention and, up until September, were never 
more than two games behind the leader. They appeared to run out of gas 
the first 20 days of the month, and found themselves a dismal five games 
back on September 20, But eight wins in their last nine games enabled 
them to climb into second place and carry the fight into the last game of 
the season. 

On October 2, 1¥2 games back of the Dodgers, the Giants managed a 
7-4 win over the Pittsburgh Pirates, then waited anxiously for the out- 
come of the Dodgers-Phillies game. If the Dodgers lost, the Giants 
would have to fly to Cincinnati for a make-up game to determine the 
winner in the 1966 race. The Giants, instead, flew home to San Francisco 
after the Dodgers whipped their opponents, 6-3. 

A lack of starting pitching strength may have prevented the Giants 
from capturing the championship flag, In an attempt to bolster the 
mound staff, the Giants traded first baseman Orlando Cepeda to St. 
Louis for Ray Sadecki, who won just three games while losing seven. 

Two starters, however, enjoyed outstanding years. Gaylord Perry 
Started the season with a major league won-loss record of 24-30, but 
quickly turned things around with a 21-8 season. He was 12-1 at the 
All-Star break, despite missing three weeks due to a sprained ankle. He 
was the winner in the All-Star classic and became the major league's 
first 20-game winner of 1966 on August 20 with a five-hit victory over the 
Braves, 6-1. He also struck out 15 batters in a two-hit contest with the 
Phils, July 22. Juan Marichal equalled his season high in wins, ending 
the year at 25-6 with a 2.23 ERA. Juan and Gaylord were the majors’ most 
successful pitching duo, but the Giants only other full-time starter, Bob 
Bolin, was a disappointing 11-10.

Despite pitcher Mike McCormick's Cy Young Award performance and 
the best record in the National League at home (51-31), the Giants 
couldn't overtake the strong St. Louis Cardinals. 

The Giants started the season poorly, losing seven of eight, but they 
steadily improved. They climbed into second on September 6, 11% 
games behind the leader. Although winning 21 of their last 28 games, 
they couldn't pick up any ground on the Cards and finished the year 10¥2 
games back. 

In the off-season prior to 1967, the Giants sent Cap Peterson and Bob 
Priddy to the Washington Senators for pitcher Mike McCormick. The 
trade was a big success for the Giants. McCormick developed a screw- 
ball and used it to become the winningest pitcher in the National League 
(22-10), earning him the Cy Young award, the N.L. Comeback Player of 
the Year award, and a spot on The Sporting News National League

All-Star Team. He became the league's first 20-game winner on Septem- 
ber 19 with a win over the Chicago Cubs, 6-2. He was the Giants first lefty 
20-game winner since Johnny Antonelli in 1956. 

Injuries took their toll, however, with almost everyone on the roster 
hurtat one time or another during the year. Juan Marichal had aseries of 
injuries and pitched in only one game after August 4, when he severely 
strained a hamstring. His 14-10 record marked the first time in five years 
that he failed to win 20 games. 

McCormick, along with Marichal, Gaylord Perry and Ray Sadecki, 
were an effective 63-43, and the Giants pitching corps led the circuit in 
ERA, 2.92. Frank Linzy was the top reliever, collecting 17 saves while 
compiling an ERA of 1.50 in 57 appearances. 

Willie McCovey smashed three grand slams, all at Candlestick Park, 
placing him in a tie with Willie Mays for career grand slams as a San 
Francisco Giant (7). Jesus Alou led the club in batting with a .292 
average. Veteran third baseman Jimmy Davenport was the club’s most 
effective pinch hitter, and in that capacity had the game-winning hit four 
times. 

A decade of baseball in San Francisco came to an end with the 
conclusion of the 1967 season. Three players from the original team 
remained on the roster — Davenport, Mays and McCormick. The Giants 
887-703 record in San Francisco was the best in the N.L., with the 
Dodgers second, 122 games back. 

Under director Carl Hubbell, the farm system sent at least one new 
prospect to the big club in each of the ten seasons. Among those making 
their first major league appearance in a San Francisco uniform were 
Felipe, Matty and Jesus Alou, Orlando Cepeda, Jim Davenport, Tito 
Fuentes, Tom Haller, Chuck Hiller, Hal Lanier, Juan Marichal, Willie 
McCovey, Jose Pagan and, in 1967, Ron Bryant.

At mid-season, the Giants were in fourth place, 112 games behind the 
league-leading St. Louis Cardinals. Skipper Herman Franks, in his 
fourth year with the Giants, announced that he would retire at the end of 
the season if his team didn’t capture the National League crown, Once 
more they finished in second place, prompting owner Horace Stoneham 
to name Clyde King, former AAA manager for the Giants, as the new 
manager on October 11. 

Despite their finish, it was an exciting season for Giants fans. Gaylord 
Perry locked horns with Bob Gibson on September 17 in agame against 
the Cards at Candlestick Park. It took Perry only one hour and 40 
minutes to complete the Giants’ second no-hitter since moving to the 
West Coast. Ron Hunt homered off Gibson in the first far the only Giants 
run, The next day, Cardinal pitcher Ray Washburn retaliated, no-hitting 
the Giants, 2-0, 

The Giants pitching staff recorded the best ERA in San Francisco 
history, 2.71. Tops on the staff was Juan Marichal. His 26-9 record led the 
league in wins, as did his 30 complete games and 326 innings pitched. 
Juan's 26 victories still stands as a Giant single-season record. 

Willie McCovey captured two-thirds of the triple crown, leading the 
league in home runs (36) and RBIs (105). His .293 average was tops on 
the club and eighth in the N.L. 

Young Bobby Bonds made his debut as a Giant on June 25 in un- 
forgettable style. His first major league hit was a grand slam, off Los 
Angeles pitcher John Purdin. It was the first time a player had hit agrand 
slam in his first game since 1898. 

It was the Giants all the way in the 39th annual All-Star classic. For the 
first time in its history, the game ended ina 1-0 score. Marichal was part 
of asix-pitcher shutout for the Nationals. Willie Mays, in his 19th All-Star 
contest, batted for an injured Pete Rose in the first inning and smashed a 
ground single past the Orioles’ Brooks Robinson into left field. Mays 
went to second on an error, to third on Luis Tiant's wild pitch, and 
scored on teammate Willie McCovey's double play ball.

Baseball instituted divisional play in 1969, but the Giants were 
bridesmaids once again, finishing the season in second place for the 
fifth consecutive year. 

The Giants were on top of the league only once going into August, but 
had stayed in contention all season. They were never more than 612 
games back. They reached first place on August 5, and stayed on, or 
near the top for the next two months. They might have won the divisional 
crown but for the Atlanta Braves’ explosive finish, winning ten of their 
last 11. The Giants came home to Candlestick on September 30 for the 
last three games of the year against San Diego. They needed three wins 
coupled with three losses by the Braves. They beat the Padres that night, 
6-1, but lost the race when the Braves beat the Reds. 

The Giants offense was led by two players, one veteran and one in his 
first full season. Willie McCovey led the league in home runs (45), RBIs 
(126) and slugging average (.656) for the second consecutive year. In 
doing so he established personal highs in all three categories, and in 
batting average (.320). His two home runs helped the Nationals beat the 
Americans, 9-3, in the All-Star game. He became the fourth player in 
history to homer twice in the mid-season classic. For his efforts during 
the season, Mac was awarded The Sporting News National League 
Player of the Year Award, and the coveted MVP award. 

Bobby Bonds led the Giants in hits (161), at-bats (622), triples (6) and 
stolen bases (45), and was second on the club in home runs, RBIs and 
doubles. With his 32 home runs, Bobby became the youngest, and 
fourth player in history to join the exclusive single season 30-home-run, 
30-stolen-base club. 

Juan Marichal was a 20-game winner for the sixth time in seven years 
with a 21-11 record. His 2.10 ERA was his lowest ever and led the league. 
He also led in shutouts (8).

The Giants offense was one of the best in baseball, but inconsistent 
pitching dropped the team to a third place finish. 

The team got off to a slow start. On May 24, the club was in fourth 
place, 12 games behind, with a record of 19-23. Horace Stoneham 
elected to dismiss manager Clyde King and replace him with Charlie 
Fox, a former player, coach and minor league manager for the Giants. 
The team improved under his leadership, Their 67-53 record under Fox 
was comparable to any in the league, but they couldn't overcome their 
early season deficit. 

Bobby Bonds, Dick Dietz, Ken Henderson, Willie McCovey and Willie 
Mays all enjoyed fine years at the plate. Bonds led the league in runs 
(134) and was toughest to double up, grounding into just six double 
plays in 663 at-bats, His .302 average led the club, and he became the 
first Giant to register 200 hits since Mays in 1958. Dietz batted .300 with 
22 home runs and 107 RBIs. Henderson contributed 17 round-trippers 
and a .294 average. McCovey led the league in slugging percentage for 
the third consecutive year (.612), and his 137 walks (40 intentional) 
reflected the awe he inspired in opposing pitchers. The Giants topped 
the senior circuit in runs, doubles, RBIs and walks. 

Mays had his best season since 1966. He reached the 600-home-run 
plateau on September 22, 1969, and smashed his 3000th base hit at age 
39, on July 18, 1970, thus becoming the first player ever to reach both 
pinnacles. Gaylord Perry was the Giants only consistent winner on the 
mound staff. He pitched four consecutive shutouts in September, led the 
league in innings pitched (329) and games started (41), and tied for the 
league-lead in wins (23). 

Along with Mays’ 3000th hit, there were two other historic moments in 
1970. On July 8, Jim Ray Hart became the only National Leaguer since 
New York Giant Fred Merkle in 1911 to knock in six runs in one inning. 
He had a three-run homer and a three-run triple in the fifth and hit for the 
cycle that day. Juan Marichal won his 200th game ina 5-1 victory against 
the Pittsburgh Pirates on August 28.

CHARLIE FOX 90-72 -556 1W 1,106,043 


In the 1971 Giants Press Guide, Charlie Fox was credited with the 
Giants slogan, “Fun In ‘'71."' And fun it was, with the Giants having their 
best season since 1962, finishing on top of the Western Division. 

The Giants were 18-5 in the month of April. They took over first place 
on April 12, and never relinquished the lead. Their biggest margin of the 
season was 10%2 games on May 31. It was a tough fight the rest of the 
way. Key injuries to Willie McCovey and Dave Kingman in September 
plunged the team into a severe batting slump. The club won just eight of 
their last 24, including five losses to their nearest competitor, the Los

Angeles Dodgers. The Dodgers moved to within one on September 14, 
but the Giants managed to hold on and play them game-for-game. The 
Giants did not clinch the division until September 30 — the last game of 
the year — when Juan Marichal hurled his team to a 5-1 victory over the 
San Diego Padres. 

Although taking the season series from Pittsburgh, nine of 12, the 
Giants found them too tough to handle in the Championship Series. The 
contest began at Candlestick Park with the Giants winning the opener, 
5-4, behind Gaylord Perry's complete-game performance. Charlie Fox 
used six pitchers in Game Two, but couldn't stem the Bucs’ offensive 
attack and the Giants lost, 9-4. Game Three was a hard-fought pitchers’ 
duel between Marichal and Bob Johnson at Three Rivers Stadium, but 
the Pirates came out on top, 2-1. In the fourth game, the Giants jumped 
out to a5-2 lead on the strength of homers by McCovey and Chris Speier, 
but the Pirates exploded for seven runs and clinched the pennant with a 
9-5 victory. 

The Giants managed to win the division without a 20-game winner ora 
.300 hitter. This was the first time since 1876 that a National League club 
won without either. Credit goes to Charlie Fox, who was forced to 
constantly juggle his lineup when injuries affected many of his top 
players. Fox was named The Sporting News Manager of the Year. 

Bobby Bonds was the top offensive performer of the year, leading the 
club in average (.288), home runs (33), RBIs (102), stolen bases (26), hits 
(178), runs (110) and doubles (32). He committed just two errors in the 
field in 155 games. 

On September 26, Willie Mays belted his 646th career home run, 
against the Cincinnati Reds. It was his final home run in a Giants 
uniform.

The 1972 season was a disappointing one in terms of finish, but an 
encouraging one in terms of rookie prospects. 

A 13-day strike by the Major League Baseball Players Association 
delayed the start of the season by ten days, Things finally got under way 
forthe Giants on April 15 when they took the season opener on ashutout 
by Juan Marichal over the Houston Astros, 5-0. In the fourth game of the 
year, Willie McCovey, the key to the Giants offense, broke hisrightarmin 
a collision with the San Diego Padres' Johnny Jeter and was out of the 
lineup until June 3. By the time Willie returned, the Giants had slipped 
into sixth place and never got back on track for the season, finishing 
fifth. It was the first time since moving to San Francisco that the club 
finished below .500. 

The Giants roster during the season included nine first-year players, 
more than any other club in the National Leaque. It also included several 
second-year players. In all, 19 players aged 25 or younger appeared ina 
San Francisco uniform. Dave Rader was named Rookie of the Year by 
The Sporting News and finished second in the BBWAA's voting for 
Rookie of the Year, Garry Maddox showed outstanding defensive and 
offensive skills and was selected to the Topps All-Star Rookie Team. 
Rookie pitcher Jim Barr set a major league record when he retired 41 
straight batters in two consecutive games, August 23 and 29. Dave 
Kingman, in his first full season, led the club in home runs (29) and RBIs 
(83), Dave hit for the cycle on April 10 at the Houston Astrodome. Other 
young standouts included Ed Goodson, Randy Moffitt, Elias Sosa and 
Jim Willoughby. 

Shortstop Chris Speier led the club in average (.269). This was the first 
time a shortstop had led the Giants in batting since Travis Jackson in 
1926. Speier finished second in N.L. fielding to Larry Bowa and was 
named to the All-Star squad and The Sporting News National League 
All-Star Team. 

The 1972 team set a new club record for most stolen bases ina season 


with 123.

The Giants improved significantly over 1972, winning 19 more games 
and finishing a strong third. 

The team was on top of the National League all but four days through 
June 16. They stayed in contention until September and finished the 
season 11 games back of the leader. 

Several players had memorable seasons. The outfield of Bobby 
Bonds, Gary Matthews and Garry Maddox was one of the best in 
baseball history. Bonds led the N.L. in runs (131) and total bases (341). 
He narrowly missed becoming the only player ever to have a ‘'40-40" 
season, collecting 39 home runs and 43 stolen bases. He did match 
former teammate Willie Mays as the only players to have a 30-30 season 
twice in a career. His 11 lead-off homers tied a National League record, 
and his homer and double in a 7-1 win in the All-Star game earned him 
the Commissioner's Award as MVP. 

Matthews was named Rookie of the Year by the BBWAA after batting 
.300, the highest by a Giant left fielder since Harvey Kuenn hit .304 in 
1962. Garry Maddox led the club in batting with .319 (third in the league), 
and Maddox and Matthews each had ten triples, second in the senior 
circuit to the Astros’ Roger Metzger. This was the first season since 1962 
that the Giants had three .300 hitters, with Ed Goodson contributing a 
.302 average. 

Ron Bryant was the league's only 20-game winner, with a 24-12 rec- 
ord. Bryant twice carried no-hitters into the seventh inning. Bryant and 
Bonds were named by The Sporting News as N.L. Pitcher and Player of 
the Year. Elias Sosa and Randy Moffitt were instrumental in the bullpen. 
Sosa was 10-4, had 18 saves and a3.28 ERA. Moffitt, 4-4, contributed 14 
saves and a2.43 ERA. Most amazing of the relievers was 43-year-old Don 
McMahon. He started the year as a coach, but was placed on the active 
roster in mid-season. In 22 games he was 4-0 with six saves and an ERA 
of 1.50, 

Tito Fuentes was sparkling at second base. He led his position in 
fielding percentage and set a National League record for fewest errors, 
committing only six miscues in 870 chances.

A young mound staff provided some strong pitching performances, 
but a lack of offense saw the Giants finish the season in fifth place. 

Early-season injuries to Ron Bryant, Tito Fuentes and Ed Goodson 
caused the team to start slowly. On June 28, with the club jn fifth place 
and 16¥2 games off the pace, manager Charlie Fox elected to resign. He 
was replaced by Wes Westrum, who had served as catcher for the New 
York Giants from 1947-1957, and as coach from 1958-1963. The Giants 
played near .500 ball under Westrum for awhile, then fell behind, finish- 
ing the year 18 games below .500. 

Several pitchers showed promise in 1974. Despite a mid-season layoff 
due to asore elbow, Mike Caldwell finished with a 14-5 record and a2.95 
ERA. Jim Barr led the club in complete games (11), innings pitched 
(240), shutouts (5) and ERA (2.74). His ERA was seventh in the National 
League and he was the top control pitcher in the N.L., averaging 
just 1.76 walks per nine innings. John D'Acquisto won 12 games, the 
most by a first-year hurler for the Giants since Ruben Gomez won 13 in 
1953. His 167 strikeouts ranked tenth in the National League and were 
the most by a Giant rookie since 1900. D'Acquisto was named by The 
Sporting News as the N.L. Rookie Pitcher of the Year and also made the 
Topps Major League Rookie Team. The season might have gone better 
had Bryant not suffered an injury in March in a freak swimming pool 
accident. He went from a 24-12 record in 1973 to a 3-15 in 1974, 

Problems at the plate were the Giants downfall in 1974, with most of 
the players’ averages dropping sharply from the previous year. The team 
batting average slipped from .262 to .252. Garry Maddox, suffering from 
back miseries, lost 35 points from his average. Fuentes lost 28 points, 
suffering leg and back injuries throughout the year. Goodson played in 
just 98 games, with pulled muscles curtailing his effectiveness. He went 
from a .302 average in 1973 to .272. Dave Rader was a pleasant excep- 
tion, raising his average 62 points to .291.

The 1975 Giants were markedly improved over 1974. They stayed in 
contention through mid-July, but couldn't compete with the Cincinnati 
Reds, who virtually locked up the pennant in May. San Francisco 
finished just one game below .500, compared to 18 below in 1974, 

It was a year of streaks for the Giants. They had seven-game and 
six-game winning streaks, and won 12 of 14 in July, but also had four 
six-game and one eight-game losing streaks. During a batting slump in 
June, the club scored just 11 runs in seven games, then smashed the Ball 
in August, scoring 35 runs in five games. 

San Francisco fans were treated to two unforgettable, single-game 
performances in 1975. On August 24, Ed Halicki pitched the first no- 
hitter in the National League in over two years, beating the New York 
Mets, 6-0, on two walks and ten strikeouts in his 36th major league 
appearance. He won the Player of the Week Award for August 18-24, 
Johnnie LeMaster was inserted into the lineup on September 2, after an 
injury to shortstop Chris Speier, In his first major league at-bat, he 
slammed an inside-the-park home run, becoming the 43rd player in 
history to homer in his first at-bat. 

Two trades and a waiver purchase proved successful for the Giants. In 
October, 1974, the Giants sent Bobby Bonds to the New York Yankees 
for Bobby Murcer. Murcer batted .298 and drove in 91 runs. Von Joshua 
was acquired from the Dodgers on waiversin January and led the clubin 
batting average with a strong .318. The Giants sent Garry Maddox to the 
Phillies in May, receiving first baseman Willie Montanez, who ended the 
year with 182 hits, a .302 average and 101 RBIs. 

For the fourth time since moving to San Francisco, the BBWAA's 
selection for Rookie of the Year went to a Giant, John ‘The Count" 
Montefusco. He had a 15-9 record and 2.88 ERA. His 215 strikeouts were 
the most by a Giant rookie since Christy Mathewson fanned 221 for New 
York in 1901, and the most by any rookie in the N.L. since Grover 
Cleveland Alexander struck out 227 in 1911. John fanned at least one 
batter in each of his 34 starts, and had seven starts in which he K'd ten or 
more batters, with a high of 14 against Montreal, August 17.

There had been rumors of a franchise shift for more than a year, and in 
January owner Horace Stoneham sold his financially-troubled Giants to 
the Labatts Breweries in Toronto. However, San Francisco Mayor 
George Moscone, in an effort to keep the Giants in The City, went to 
court and received a temporary restraining order against the move. The 
National League agreed to delay the approval of the sale until March 2, if 
Mayor Moscone could come up with a local group which could match 
the offer of the Labatts Breweries. San Francisco businessman Bob 
Lurie had already expressed interest in purchasing the Giants if a part- 
ner could be found. On March 2, the deadline date, the Mayor's Press 
Secretary, Corey Busch, (now Vice President of Administration for the 
Giants) received a call from Bud Herseth, a cattleman from Arizona. A 
partnership was quickly formed and a conference call between the 
National League clubs was arranged. The sale to Lurie and Herseth was 
approved just minutes before the deadline. Bob Lurie later bought out 
Mr. Herseth for the sole ownership of the Giants. 

Bob Lurie brought back manager Bill Rigney to lead the Giants in 
1976. Rigney had been at the helm when the Giants first came to the west 
coast in 1958. Rig was less successful than he had been those first years. 
The team spent most of the season in the cellar, but an 18-10 record in 
September lifted them into fourth place, where they ended the year. 

John Montefusco led the Giants in complete games (11), innings 
pitched (253) and strikeouts (172), and tied for the leaque lead in shut- 
outs (6). On September 29, The Count no-hit the Atlanta Braves, 9-0, and 
was just one walk away from a perfect game. 

Continuing their tradition of producing exceptional rookies, the 
Giants brought up Larry Herndon from Phoenix May 1. He was nearly 
unstoppable at the plate his first month at San Francisco, and was 
batting .471 on May 24. Just as impressive was his play in the outfield. 
His backhanded catches often robbed opponents of hits, and he made a 
habit of throwing out runners at the plate. Larry ended the season witha 
.288 average, high on the club, and received The Sporting News Na- 
tional League Rookie of the Year Award. He became the ninth Giant to 
win the award since its inception in 1946. No other N_L. club had re- 
ceived as many.

The Giants finished in fourth place with an almost identical record as 
in 1976, but Giant fans were treated to an exceptional year by their old 
favorite, Willie McCovey. 

McCovey came into spring training as a non-roster player without a 
contract. He had been released by the Oakland A's at the conclusion of 
the 1976 season. No one had drafted the 39-year-old veteran in the free 
agent draft, and Mac's prospects for a comeback looked bleak. But he 
made the club and proved that there was still a lot of life left in his bat. 
Willie earned Comeback Player of the Year honors after batting .280 and 
leading the club in home runs (28) and RBls (86). He set a major league 
record and broke a National League record on June 27 when the Giants 
exploded for ten runs in the sixth inning. Willie homered off Jack Billing- 
ham of the Cincinnati Reds, then belted his 17th career grand slam in 
the same inning off Joe Hoerner to put him on top of the N.L. in career 
grand slams. It was the second time in his career that McCovey hit two 
home runs in the same inning, a major league record. Mac hit another 
grand slam on August 1. His career total of 18 still leads the National 
League. Mac was never better than in September. He batted .313 and 
collected seven home runs and 18 RBIs. On September 7, Mac doubled 
off Mario Soto for his 2000th career base hit, and slugged his 489th 
career home run in a6-3 victory over the Reds. September 18 was Willie 
McCovey Day at Candlestick Park, and the veteran first baseman ended 
the game in storybook fashion, stroking a two-out, ninth inning single to 
score Derrel Thomas, and give the Giants a 3-2 win over the Reds. 

The Giants led the N.L. in pinch hitting (.282) and their 11 pinch-hit 
home runs set a club record. In that role, Gary Alexander batted .412, 
Jack Clark .379, Randy Elliott .355, Terry Whitfield .344, and Gary 
Thomasson .313. 

Gary Lavelle provided consistent pitching out of the bullpen. His 73 
appearances and 20 saves were both club records. His ERA was an 
amazing 0.50 on June 1, and Gary ended the season at 2.06.

The 1978 season provided lots of excitement, with outstanding per- 
formances by two recent acquisitions and three sophomores. 

The Giants went into first place on May 12, with a 9-3 victory over the 
St. Louis Cardinals. They remained on top of the National League West- 
ern Division all but three days through August 15. The team stayed 
within 2¥2 games before going into a slump in September, losing ten of 
11 beginning on September 4. Although they managed to win six of their 
last nine, the Giants finished in third place, six games behind the 
Dodgers. 

The Giants, who finished 12 games below .500 in 1977, improved their 
record in 1978 to 16 games over .500. This earned Joe Altobelli the 
Manager of the Year honors in the National League, and General Man- 
ager H.B. ‘‘Spec’’ Richardson was named the N.L. Executive of the Year 
by The Sporting News. 

The Giants made two key trades in the off-season. Mike lvie was 
obtained from San Diego on February 28 for Derrel Thomas, and Vida 
Blue came to the Giants in a trade on March 15 which sent seven players

and cash to the Oakland A's. Ivie batted .308, and, as a pinch hitter, 
belted four home runs (two were grand slams) and collected 20 RBIs. 
Blue beat the Mets on June 10, 2-1, and didn't lose a game until August 
10, recording ten straight victories. He was the starting pitcher against 
the American League in the All-Star game, becoming the first hurler to 
start for both leagues (starting for the A.L. in 1971). 

Terry Whitfield, Jack Clark and Bob Knepper all had fine second years 
in the majors. Whitfield batted .289, and pleased Giant fans with his 
head-long slides and diving catches. Clark, at age 22, led the clubin runs 
(90), hits (181), doubles (46 — a San Francisco record), home runs (25) 
and RBIs (98), and set a club record with a 26-game hitting streak, June 
30-July 25. During that streak, Jack batted .368 and at one point slugged 
six home runs in five games. He also had a 19-game hitting streak in 
1978. Jack started for the Nationals in the All-Star game. Knepper was 
just 11-9 in early August, but won six of his last eight starts fora 17-11 
record. He finished the year with a 2.63 ERA, fourth in the N.L. He led the 
Giants mound staff in ERA, innings pitched (260) and complete games 
(16), and he led the league in shutouts (6). 

Knepper, along with Blue, John Montefusco and Ed Halicki, were the 
league's best starting four, combining fora 55-40 record and a2.99 ERA. 
They usually managed to keep things close, with the club setting amajor 
league record for most one-run victories (42). 

Willie McCovey became the twelfth player in history to reach the 
500-home run mark, homering off Jamie Easterly, June 30, at Atlanta. 

Candlestick attendance rose from 700,056 in 1977 to 1,740,477 in 
1978.

Willie McCovey batted .333 as a starter in May, and the Giants were 
16-12 that month, but as Mac's average fell, so did the Giants. 

The Giants led the league in runs the first half of the year, but had 
trouble winning. They were in contention through July and hovered 
around the .500 mark until then. But an 8-19 August put them in fourth 
place to stay. On September 5, with the club at 61-79, Joe Altobelli was 
removed from the helm and replaced the next day by third base coach 
Dave Bristol. 

Terry Whitfield led the Giants in average (.287) and Mike Ivie topped 
the club in home runs (27) and RBIs (89) in 402 at-bats. Bill North had the 
most runs (87) and set a San Francisco record for stolen bases (58) 
despite a late-season injury. 

The Giants’ poor showing in 1979 was largely due to pitching prob- 
lems. The starting staff of Vida Blue, John Montefusco, Bob Knepper 
and Ed Halicki combined for a 31-42 record compared to 55-40 in 1978. 
The Count won his first start, but suffered an injury and won just two 
more. Ed Halicki started the season effectively, and pitched two back- 
to-back two-hitters in May, but he developed a bacterial infection and 
didn’t win after May 22, finishing the year at 5-8. 

Gary Lavelle proved dependable out of the bullpen, with 20 saves and 
a 2.51 ERA. Greg Minton, who spent part of the previous four seasons 
with San Francisco, was 4-3 with a 1.80 ERA in 46 appearances in his 
first full year in the majors. 

McCovey slugged 11 home runs from May 15 to June 16, passing Mel 
Ott, Ernie Banks and Eddie Mathews on the MLL. all-time home run list. 
This placed him ninth on the list, and first for left handers in the National 
League. Mac batted .393 as a pinch hitter and, in a four-game stretch in 
June, he went 8-for-16, belted four home runs and collected 10 RBIs. His 
contributions were recognized with the N.L. Player of the Week Award.

With the start of the 1980 season, the Giants and Willie McCovey 
entered their fourth decade in San Francisco. 

Jack Clark was headed for a fine season when struck on the wrist by a 
pitch from New York Mets’ Mark Bomback, on August 20. The Giants 
were 60-60 at that time and trailing the league-leading Houston Astros 
by 6% games. But after Clark joined the long list of players already 
injured (in all, nine players spent time on the disabled list in 1980), the 
club could manage only a 15-26 record down the stretch and finished in 
fifth place. 

Although he didn't start again until September 23, Clark led the club in 
home runs (22) and RBls (82), and topped all National Leaguers in 
game-winning hits (18). He was named Player of the Week, June 18-22, 
with 13 hits in five games, including three doubles, two triples and three 
“gamers.” 

The pitching staff's ERA of 3.46 was fourth in the N.L, Particularly 
outstanding were three relievers, Al Holland, Greg Minton and Tom 
Griffin. Holland, in his rookie season for San Francisco, had a 5-3 
record, a 1.76 ERA and seven saves. Minton finished the year strongly. 
He was scored on in just one of 16 appearances in August, and from 
August 9-31 pitched 20 scoreless innings and amassed seven saves in 11 
games. He finished the year at 4-6, 2.47 ERA, and 19 saves. Griffin was 
effective both as a reliever and a starter. He was 5-1 on the season, and 
his 2.75 ERA was the lowest of his career. He finished the year as a 
starter and was 2-0 in that capacity with a 2.50 ERA. 

It was Guy Sularz to Joe Pettini to Rich Murray as the Giants com- 
pleted their fourth triple play — the first ever at Candlestick Park — 
since coming to San Francisco. The trio of rookies achieved this distinc- 
tion on October 3 in a game against San Diego, with Dave Cash at the 
plate. 

San Francisco fans were saddened by the announcement of 
McCovey's retirement on June 22. He played his last game on July 6, and 
was honored for his many achievements with a “Willie McCovey 
Weekend" in September. He joined Carl Hubbell, Mel Ott, Willie Mays 
and Juan Marichal as the only Giants to have their numbers retired.

FRANK ROBINSON _ 56-55 505 4W 632,274 


Despite a strike by the Players Association in mid-season, the Giants 
battled to a 56-55 season, with a successful second half that promised 
exciting baseball in the future. 

Manager Frank Robinson, in his first year with the Giants, brought to 
the club the winning attitude that made him one of baseball's most 
outstanding players. The team’s record was 27-32 on June 12 when the 
players went out on strike. It was nearly two months before a settlement 
could be reached, but play resumed on August 10 and the Giants put on 
a strong run for a playoff spot. They stayed in close contention, playing 
.558 ball, but were matched almost game-for-game by the Houston 
Astros. The Giants were not eliminated from the race until October 1. 

The pitching staff, which was successful in 1980, improved in 1981. 
The team ERA (3.28) was third in the National League, and the bullpen 
contributed 33 saves, tying St. Louis for tops in the League. Twenty-one 
of the saves belonged to Greg Minton, breaking the club record previ- 
ously held by Gary Lavelle. Greg extended his streak of homerless 
innings to 255. 

Newly acquired pitcher Doyle Alexander topped the club in wins, 
finishing the season with an 11-7 record and a 2.90 ERA. On August 15, 
with a 5-2 win over the Cincinnati Reds, Alexander became only the 
fourth pitcher in history to defeat all 26 major league teams. 

Pitcher Vida Blue made baseball history on August 9, in the All-Star 
game at Cleveland. Blue pitched the seventh inning, collecting the win 
and becoming the only pitcher to win All-Star games for both leaques. 
Vida was the winning pitcher ina 6-4 win by the Americans in 1971 while 
with Oakland. 

Offensive star of the year was Milt May. His .310 average set a single- 
season record for San Francisco catchers, topping Dick Dietz’s .300 in 
1970. Also outstanding was Johnnie LeMaster. His .253 average was 32 
points above his career mark, and his sparkling defensive play made him 
a fan favorite.

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THE 1962 WORLD SERIES 
GIANTS vs. YANKEES 


The 1962 World Series was one of the most dramatic in baseball 
history. It matched the two teams which had amassed the most wins in 
their respective leagues and was the seventh time these two pow- 
erhouse clubs had met in the Fall Classic. 

The National Broadcasting Company carried the Series on radio and 
television, with Mel Allen and Russ Hodges describing the action on the 
telecasts, and Joe Garagiola and George Kell doing the commentary on 
radio. 

This first coast-to-coast World Series was expected to be a slugfest, 
but instead turned into a superb pitching duel, with Yankee pitchers 
Ralph Terry, Bill Stafford and Whitey Ford, and Giant aces Billy Pierce, 
Jack Sanford, and Billy O'Dell the Series’ heroes. 


GAME ONE: It began on October 4 at Candlestick Park, before an 
enthusiastic sellout crowd of 43,852. The Yankees got on the 
scoreboard in the first inning when Bobby Richardson and Tom Tresh 
singled off Giants’ starter Billy O'Dell. Both scored when Roger Maris 
doubled deep into right-center field. The Giants ended Whitey Ford's 
record of scoreless innings in series competition at 3324 when they 
scored in the second. Willie Mays singled, went to third on Jim Daven- 
port's single, and scored when Jose Pagan laid down a masterful bunt. 
The Giants tied the score in the third on a double by Chuck Hiller, a 
single by Felipe Alou, and an RBI-single by Mays. Things were quiet until 
the seventh when Clete Boyer homered for the Yankees. They scored 
again in the eighth on singles by Maris and Dale Long, and asacrifice fly 
by Boyer. The Yankees added another run in the ninth on singles by 
Tresh and Elston Howard. FINAL SCORE: YANKEES 6, GIANTS 2.

Billy Pierce and Bill Stafford battled from the mound through six score- 
less innings. The deadlock was broken in the seventh. Tresh opened the 
home half of the inning with a single to center and went to third when 
Mickey Mantle singled. Roger Maris knocked in both baserunners witha 
single to right-center, then moved to second on an error by Willie 
McCovey.

GAME FOUR: The Giants were back in business when they exploded 
for seven runs on October 8 at New York. The game opened with Whitey 
Ford on the mound for the Yankees, and Juan Marichal making his first 
appearance for the Giants. San Francisco drew first blood in the second. 
Felipe Alou breezed a double past third baseman Clete Boyer, then 
scored when Tom Haller blasted a two-run homer into the right field 
stands.

The Giants participated in their first Championship Series in 1971, 
meeting the powerful Pittsburgh Pirates. The Giants were on top of the 
National League throughout the season but did not clinch the pennant 
until the last game of the year, on September 30. Although they won nine 
of the 12 games in which they faced the Pirates during the season, the 
Giants came into the Series battle weary from their fight to stay on top 
during the regular season. 


GAME ONE: There were 40,977 fans on hand at Candlestick Park to 
watch their Giants in the Series opener on October 2. The Bucs began 
the scoring in the third. Jackie Hernandez opened the top half of the 
inning by beating out a high hopper for a single. Steve Blass sacrificed 
his teammate to second, and Dave Cash singled to right, scoring Her- 
nandez. Richie Hebner came to the plate and hit a slow bouncer to Tito 
Fuentes at second base, who fielded the ball cleanly and threw to Willie 
McCovey at first. Mac dropped the ball, allowing Cash to score from 
second. The Giants came back with one in the bottom of the inning ona 
single by Chris Speier and a double by Ken Henderson. The Giants took 
the lead in the fifth after Speier singled and Fuentes brought him home 
with a two-run home run over the right-field screen, Blass walked Willie 
Mays, then threw a pitch he later regretted to McCovey, who drove it 
high into the top deck of the new football stands fora two-run homerun.

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THE DREAM TEAM 


In anticipation of the Giants’ Silver Anniversary, tans were invited to 
select an all-time San Francisco Giants ‘Dream Team’ at the end of the 
1981 season. They were given a ballot listing three candidates at each 
position, including manager, and a space for write-in votes. More than 
20,000 ballots were cast, and the results were announced in January, 
1982. 

On the team are 14 outstanding players, and anyone would agree that 
this team would be a sure winner. Among the players are seven MVP 
winners, four Rookie of the Year winners, a Cy Young winner, and two 
Hall-of-Famers. Between them they have nearly 200 years of Major 
League experience and 70 All-Star appearances. The ten non-pitchers 
have a combined batting average of .282, with 2670 home runs. The 
four pitchers have a combined ERA of 3.01 and a won-loss record of 
535-369. 

Dream Team members will participate in an Old Timers game at 
Candlestick Park on July 17. In addition, their likeness will be repro- 
duced on several giveaway items. 

The Dream Team is featured in ‘The Giants,"’ a 35-minute film pro- 
duced by Major League Baseball Productions. The film is narrated by 
former Giants broadcaster Al Michaels. It is a nostalgic look at mem- 
orable events in the club's history. The film is available for group show-

The Giants have designed a special 25th Anniversary logo which will 
be worn as a sleeve patch on the Giants’ uniforms in 1982. In addition, 
the logo will appear on all Giants publications, merchandise and pro- 
motions during the season.

This popular Bay Area athlete was obtained from 
the Oakland A's just minutes before the inter-league trading deadline, 
March, 1978, in exchange for seven players and a cash consideration... 
Was an instant success with San Francisco fans, both on and off the 
field ... Led the staff in wins (18) his first year, the best for a Giant pitcher 
since Ron Bryant's 24 in 1973 ... Had a ten-game win streak, the longest 
in the National League since 1975 ... Had five wins in five starts, June 
10-27, allowing just three earned runs on 28 hits in 43 innings foran ERA 
of 0.63... Was named to 1978 All-Star tearm and became the first pitcher 
to start for each league (he started for the A.L. in 1971) ... Was 10-4 at 
Candlestick with a 1.92 ERA ... Named The Sporting News National 
League Pitcher of the Year ... In 1979, he started the season with four 
wins in his first four starts, including complete games in his first three ... 
Led the club in wins (14), complete games (10), innings pitched (237) 
and strikeouts (138) ...

GIANTS CAREER..... Orlando Cepeda was one of the best power hitters 
of his time ... He whacked the first home run ever hit on the West Coast, 
in his first Major League game, against the Dodgers, April 15, 1958 ... 
Went on to collect 25 home runs, knock in 96 runs, and average .312 in 
his first season ... For his achievements that year, Orlando became the 
second player voted unanimously by the BBWAA as N.L. Rookie of the 
Year (Frank Robinson was the first in 1956) ... Also voted Rookie of the 
Year by The Sporting News ... Had an even more successful seasqn in 
1959 ... Led the Giants in average (.317), hits (192), and RBls (105) ... 
Named to the N.L. All-Star squad and The Sporting News All-Star Major 
League Team ... Was tops on the Giants in doubles (36) in 1960 ... 
Cepeda's 1961 season was one of the most sensational in Giants history 
... His 46 home runs led the N.L., and he set a San Francisco record — 
which still stands — for RBIs (142), also tops in the league ... Batted .311 
in 152 games while maintaining a .994 fielding average ... Tied Willie 
Mays for most RBIs in a game by a Giant with eight on July 4... Helped 
lead the Giants to the World Series in 1962 with his .306 average, 35 
home runs and 114 “ribbies” ... Topped the club in average (.316) and 
doubles (33) in 1963... Was named to his sixth consecutive All-Star team 
in 1964, and for the sixth time in seven years, Orlando finished the year 
over .300 ... He had been hampered throughout his career with knee 
problems, and in December, 1964, his right knee required surgery ... As 
a result, he missed most of the 1965 season, appearing in just 33 games

PRO CAREER ..... Orlando began his career with the Giants at Salem in 
the Appalachian League in 1955, then was promoted to the Kokomo 
team where he led the Ohio-Indiana League in average (.393), and 
collected 21 home runs and 91 RBIs in just 92 games ... Continued to 


smash the ball in 1956 at St. Cloud, Minnesota, where he led the North- 
ern League in hits (177), home runs (26), RBls (112) and batting average 
(.355) ... Batted .309 in 1957 at Minneapolis in his last year in the minors 
... Batted .303 his first year with St. Louis in 1966, and was named 
Comeback Player of the Year ... Voted National League MVP in 1967, 
leading the Cardinals to the World Series with a .325 average, 25 
homers, and a league-leading 111 RBIs ... Cepeda's batting average 
dropped to .248 in 1968, and he was traded to the Atlanta Braves on 
March 17, 1969, for catcher-first baseman Joe Torre... The 1969 season 
was an improvement over 1968, but he returned to his old form in 1970 
with a .305 average, 34 home runs and 111 RBs, marking his ninth 
season over .300, his fifth with over 100 RBIs and his fifth with more than 
30 home runs ... Collected his 2000th career base hit July 11... Devel- 
oped knee problems again in 1971, requiring surgery on his left knee in 
August ... Traded to Oakland June 29, 1972, for pitcher Denny McLain 
and cash ... appeared in just three games for the A's and was released in 
December ... Orlando got a second chance with the Boston Red Sox, 
signing as a free agent January 19, 1973 ... Batted .289 as a designated 
hitter while slugging 20 round-trippers and contributing 86 RBs ... 
Released by the BoSox in 1974, Cepeda spent the year with Yucatan in 
the Mexican League ... Completed his major league career with the 
Kansas City Royals, appearing in 33 games in 1974.

GIANTS CAREER ..... April 15, 1958, marked the debut of both the 
Giants in San Francisco and Jim Davenportin a major league uniform... 
He batted .256 that year and never returned to the minors ... His 17 
sacrifice hits in 1958 tied for the league lead and he quickly established a 
reputation as a clutch-hitter ... Hit into the fewest double plays (4) in the 
National League that season ... Always a flawless fielder, Jim topped the 
senior circuit in fielding percentage in 1959, 1960 and 1961 ... His 
defensive skills, style and grace of play earned him the nickname “The 
Golden Glove,” an award he won in 1962... That was his best year in the 
majors, batting .297 with 14 home runs and 58 RBis ... Was over .300 
until the last two weeks of the season when a broken bone in his hand 
hampered his play ...

GIANTS CAREER. ..... Juan Marichal was one of the most effective and 
memorable pitchers of his era... He made his auspicious debut in the 
Major Leagues July 19, 1960 ... In that game, he fanned the first two 
batters he faced and retired the first 19 before an error and walk put men 
on base in the seventh; with two out in the bottom of the eighth, Clay 
Dalrymple of the Phillies singled for the only hit of the game, making 
Juan the only hurler to ever pitch a one-hitter in his debut ... Had a 13-10 
record in 1961 betore being spiked in early September, missing the rest 
of the season... In 1962, Juan had an 18-11 record and might have won 
20, but missed most of the final month of the season with an injury to his 
instep ... Was the winning pitcher for the Nationals in the All-Star game 
... Pitched four shutout innings in the fourth game of the 1962 World 
Series against the New York Yankees before injuring his index finger ina 
bunt attempt ... Juan finally managed a complete season without an 
injury in 1963, and it was a spectacular year for the “Dominican Dandy" 
... He led the National League in wins with a 25-8 record, and innings 
pitched (321)... His innings-pitched total seta San Francisco record and 
was the most by a Giant since Jess Tessreau worked 322 in 1914... Also 
set a S.F. record for most strikeouts in a season (248) ... On June 15, 
Juan was near perfection in a no-hit victory over Houston, the Giants’ 
first no-hitter since Carl Hubbell’s in 1929 ... Juan repeated his 20-win 
performance in 1964 with a 21-8 record and an ERA of 2,48 ,.. Was the 
winning pitcher for the N.L. in the All-Star game, his second victory in 
the mid-season classic ,.. 1n 1965, Juan lowered his ERA to 2.14, led the 
league in shutouts (10), and ended the year at 22-13 ... Pitched three 
perfect innings as a starter in the All-Star game at Minnesota ... Was 
even more effective in 1966, tallying his fourth consecutive season with 
20 or more Victories ... His 25-6 record was the best winning percentage 
in the league and he achieved his goal of posting a higher batting 
average (.250) than ERA (2.23) ... Juan batted .524 with men in scoring 
position (11-for-21) ... Topped the Giants staff for the fourth straight year 
in each of the major pitching categories, leading in wins, ERA, innings 
pitched (307), strikeouts (222), complete games (25) and shutouts (4- 
tied with teammage Bob Bolin) ... The 1967 season brought a succes- 
sion of injuries and, after suffering a severely strained hamstring on 
August 4, Juan pitched in just one game ... Still managed to beat each 
team in the N.L, atleast once, except St. Louis, marking the first time in 
six years that Juan failed to complete the cycle ... Pitched three score- 
less innings as a starter in the All-Star game in 1967 ... Came back strong 
in 1968, setting a Giants record and leading the league in wins with a 
26-9 record ... Also led the league in complete games (30) and innings 
pitched (326), and won nine of ten games pitched against the top three 
contenders in the National League ... His 2.10 ERA in 1969 (lowest of his 
career) topped the senior circuit, as did his eight shutouts ... Won 14 of 
15 games at Candlestick, losing only to San Diego, and had a 1.43 ERA 
and 13 complete games in 16 starts at home ... In the four seasons from 
1966-1969, Marichal and teammate Gaylord Perry combined for a 157-90 
record, making them the most successful pitching duo during that 
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period in the majors... Anillness in 1970 caused Juan to getofftoaslow 
start, but upon recovery he won nine of his last 12 decisions... Recorded 
his 200th career victory in a5-1 win over Pittsburgh on August 28, just six 
weeks after celebrating his tenth anniversary in the majors ... Juan 
collected his 2000th career strikeout in 1971, and led the Giants mound 
staff in wins (18), strikeouts (159), complete games (18) and shutouts (4) 
... The back pain he had experienced throughout his career became 
excruciating in 1972, and he was operated on in October to correct a 
protruding lumbar disc ... Returned to action in 1973, but managed just 
an 11-15 record with an ERA of 3.79 ... Was sold to the Boston Red Sox 
on Dec. 7, 1973, bringing to an end a Giants pitching career equalled in 
brilliance only by Christy Mathewson and Carl Hubbell ... Juan is the 
all-time San Francisco Giants leader in complete games (244), wins 
(238), shutouts (52), innings pitched (3443), strikeouts (2281), and most 
seasons with 20 wins (6) ... He had the best career record of any Giant 
against their old nemesis, the Dodgers, 37-18, winning 21 of those 
games and losing just four at Candlestick ... Juan was named to ten 
N.L. All-Star squads, appearing in eight, recording a 0.50 ERA in 18 
innings pitched, 12 strikeouts, just two walks, and two victories to no 
defeats ... Established a National League record for most seasons 
winning the opening game (6), in 1962, 1964, 1966, 1971-1973 ... Was 
among the best in strikeout-walk ratio (2281-690), with a better than 
3-to-1 mark ... His effectiveness was largely due to a wide variety of 
pitches, throwing a fastball, curve, slider, screwball and change from 
three motions. 


PRO CAREER..... Juan began his professional career with the Giants at 
Michigan City of the Midwest League in 1958 where he was 21-8 and led 
the league in wins, ERA (1.87) and innings pitched (245) ... The 1959 
season was an important one for Juan... He had been throwing sidearm 
and, at times, almost underhand ... His manager at Springfield, Andy 
Gilbert, taught him to throw overhand using a high leg kick to keep the 
ball down, a motion that became Marichal’s trademark ... Was 18-13 that 
year with a 2.39 ERA and led the Eastern League in wins, ERA, complete 
games (23), shutouts (8), strikeouts (208) and innings (271) ... Had an 
11-5 record at Tacoma in 1960 when called up to San Francisco, his 
natural ability and excellent control leading him to the majors in less

than three seasons ... Marichal spent the 1974 season in Boston where 
he was 5-1 in 11 appearances before being released by the Red Sox in 
October ... Signed as a free agent with the Dodgers, March 11, 1975, but 
retired from baseball on April 17... ‘‘DonJuan" is a sure bet to make the 
Hall of Fame, missing induction in 1982 by just seven votes... Enshrined 
in the Bay Area Hall of Fame, February, 1982. 


PERSONAL/MISC. ..... Marichal came to the attention of Giants scouts 
Horacio Martinez and Alex Pompez while pitching for the Dominican Air 
Force... Signed as a free agent Sept. 17, 1957 ... ls an accomplished skin 
diver ... Juan is in the insurance business and owns a sporting goods 
store in Santo Domingo, Dominican Republic ... Juan and his wife, 
Alma, reside in Santo Domingo with their six children, Rosie, Elsie, 
Yvette, Ursula, Charlene and Juan Antonio Jr.

GIANTS CAREER ..... This powerfully-built left fielder came to San 
Francisco in September, 1972, after batting .313 at Phoenix ... Hit 290 in 
20 games, with four homers and 14 RBIs ... Came into Spring Training in 
1973 locked in a battle with Gary Thomasson for the left fielder’s job ... 
Took over the regular left fielder's spot in the third week of the season 
and remained there for the rest of the year ... Gary's .300 average ranked 
ninth in the league and was the highest average recorded by a Giant left 
fielder since Harvey Kuenn batted .304 in 1962... Won both the BBWAA 
and The Sporting News Rookie of the Year honors in a landslide vote 
over a strong field ... Also named to the Topps Major League All-Star 
Rookie team .,. Gary was part of the top outfield in baseball in 1973... He 
and fellow outfielders Bobby Bonds and Garry Maddox as a trio aver- 
aged .300, 29 doubles, eight triples, 21 homers, 95 runs, 77 RBIs and 28 
steals... Matthews was the most consistent and productive hitter on the 
Giants in 1974, leading the team in average (.287), runs (87), hits (161), 
and RBIs (82) ... Was also the team leader in game-winning hits (13) .., 
Suffered a fractured thumb on June 1, 1975, and appeared in just 116 
games... Was out of action until July 18... Despite his absence, Gary still 
managed to lead the club in home runs (12) and had six “gamers”... Had 
a five-hit game on September 24 at Atlanta, and nine games in which he 
collected three or more hits ... Gary had a fine season in 1976... He led 
the club in runs (79), hits (164) and doubles (28) ... Smashed 20 homers, 
including three against the Houston Astros on September 25, and drove 
in84runs... In his four full seasons with the Giants, Gary proved to be an 
all-around player who could run, throw, hit for power and for average. 


PRO CAREER ..... Gary made the Midwest League All-Star team in his 
first season of professional ball with Decatur, the Giants class-A team, in 
1969 when he hit .322 with eight homers and 30 RBis in just 53 games ... 
Had a good season at Fresno in 1970, then earned another league 
All-Star spot in 1971 with Amarillo where he led the Texas League in 
games (142), doubles (37), RBIs (86) and fielding average (.984) ... His 
108 ‘ribbies" in 1972 broke a Phoenix club record of 100 set in 1958 by 
Dusty Rhodes, and he was named the team's MVP ... Was again named 
to the All-Star squad, this time for the Pacific Coast League... Matthews 
was granted free agency on Nov. 1, 1976, and signed with the Atlanta 
Braves 17 days later ... Stole a career-high 22 bases for Atlantain 1977, 
despite missing nearly three weeks due to shoulder problems... Tied for 
first on the club in hits (157) and led his teammates in triples (5) ... Had 
three or more hits ina game 13 times ... Made his first N.L. All-Star squad 
in 1979 ... It was his finest year in the majors, batting .304 with 27 homers 
and 90 RBIs ... Toured Japan with a team of National League All-Stars in 
the off-season, batting .300 ... A 12-game hitting streak, August 24- 
September 5, during which he batted .442, highlighted the 1980 season 
... In just four seasons with the Braves, Gary managed to reach the top 
five for Atlanta in triples, home runs, RBis, average, slugging percent- 
age and stolen bases ... Traded to the Philadelphia Phillies March 25, 
1981, for pitcher Bob Walk... His .301 average for the Phils in 1981 was 
13 points above his career average, and he was voted Player of the 
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Month in September when he batted .330 and hit seven of his nine home 
runs ... Appeared in his first post-season series vs. Montreal... Sparkled 
at the plate with a .400 average (8-for-20), with a triple, home run and RBI 
... Is still with the Phillies. 


PERSONAL/MISC. ..... Upon completion of his senior year at San Fer- 
nando High, Gary was selected by the Giants as their first round pick in 
the June, 1968, Free Agent Draft ... Signed by George Genovese ... Gary 
enjoys playing golf in his spare time... He and his wife, Pamela, reside in 
Penn Valley, Pennsylvania, with their three children, Delvin, Dustin and 
Dannon.

GIANTS CAREER ..... Regarded by many baseball experts as the best 
all-around player ever to grace a baseball diamond, it is no wonder that 
Willie Mays was the top vote getter on the Dream Team ... This baseball 
immortal was a briliant fielder, hitter, and base runner ... Willie first 
appeared in the big leagues on May 25, 1951, when he was brought to 
New York after a .477 season at Minneapolis ... After going hitless in his 
first 12 at-bats, a discouraged Mays begged manager Leo Durocher to 
send him back to the minors, but Durocher replied, ‘You're my center 
fielder if you don’t get a hit the rest of the season." ... Mays responded to 
his manager's confidence and blasted his first of 660 career home runs 
on May 28 off Boston's Warren Spahn .,. He helped the Giants win the 


pennant in 1951 with his .274 average, 20 homers and 68 RBis in 121 
games, and earned the National League Rookie of the Year award ... 
Willie was off to a slow start in 1952 when he entered the Army ... 
Returned to pro baseball in 1954 in grand style, capturing the N.L. 
batting title (.345) and the MVP award after belting 41 home runs and 110 
RBIs, again leading the Giants to a pennant ... In the first game of the 
World Series against the Cleveland Indians, the ''Say Hey Kid" made 
what was perhaps the most unbelievable catch ever in series competi- 
tion ... With two men on base, the Indians’ Vic Wertz hit a tremendous 
drive to deep center at the Polo Grounds; Mays raced to a spot some 
460-feet from home plate, stuck his glove into the air and came down 
with the ball, making the catch over his left shoulder; he fired the ball 
back into the infield and kept the runners in check, saving the game for 
the Giants, who went on to beat the Indians in four straight ... In a poll 
taken by The Sporting News, a majority of sports writers cited this catch 
as the most exciting play of 1954 in any sport, and some Say it was the 
most spectacular catch of all time ... The 1954 season marked the first of 
24 straight appearances for the N.L. in the All-Star game ... Willie slug- 
ged his first of eight career grand slams off Clem Labine at Brooklyn, 
June 29, 1955, and hita second homer off Labine later in the game... Led 
the N.L. in homers (51) and became the first major leaguer to hit 50 
or more homers in a season and steal 20 bases (24) ... Willie became the 
sixth player in history (and the first in the N.L.) to hit 30 or more home 
runs (36) and steal 30 or more bases (40) in 1956 ... Repeated this featin 
1957, becoming the first player to do it twice, with 35 homers and 38 
thefts ... In his first season in San Francisco, Willie forever endeared 
himself to the fans, batting .347, setting a club record for most hits ina 
season (208), and finishing second in the league MVP voting to Ernie 
Banks ... Knocked in the game-winning run in the 1959 All-Star classic, 
with a triple in a 5-4 win over the American League ... Set an S.F, record 
for most triples in a season (12) in 1960 and led the National League in 
hits (190)... Mays became the sixth player in history to smash four home 
runs in a game on April 30, 1961, against Milwaukee, collecting eight 
ribbies in a 14-4 rout of the Braves ... Willie set off his own fireworks at 
Candlestick Park on July 4, 1961, when he hit his 300th career home run 
off the Cubs' Jack Curtis ... On May 13, it was the third time in his career 
that he smashed a grand slam and a home run in the same game, in the 
third and fifth innings off Milwaukee's Bob Buhl in an 8-5 win... Itwasa

bountiful year for the Say Hey Kid in 1962... Willie led the N.L. in home 
runs (49) and had personal highs in runs (130) and RBls (141) ... Mays 
returned to the Polo Grounds on June 1, smacking a homer in his first 
plate appearance, and receiving a standing ovation from 53,000 fans ina 
9-6 romp of the Mets ... In Willie's first five seasons in San Francisco 
(1958-1962), he batted .318 and collected 943 hits, 181 home runs and 
567 RBls ... Mays’ 400th career home run came on Aug. 27, 1963, a 
bases-empty shot off the Cardinals’ Curt Simmons ... Willie was named 
Captain of the Giants in 1964, and played first, shortstop and third, the 
first time in his career that he played anywhere but the outfield ... It was 
another MVP season for Mays in 1965, the only Giant to win two of these 
coveted awards other than Carl Hubbell in 1933 and 1936 ... His 500th 
career home run came off Don Nottebart at Houston on September 13... 
It was his 47th round-tripper of the season, on the way to collecting 52 
for the Major League title ... Mays passed all home run hitters, except 
Babe Ruth, with number 535 off the Cardinals’ Ray Washburn on Aug. 
17, 1966, at Candlestick ... Willie won his 11th Golden Glove award in 
1968 ... Slugged his 600th career home run off Mike Corkins of San 
Diego, Sept. 22, 1969, in a 4-2 win ... Named Player of the Decade 
(1960-1969) by The Sporting News ... His 3000th career base hit came on 
July 18, 1971, off Montreal's Mike Wegener at Candlestick, in a 10-1 win 
... At age 40, in his last full season with the Giants, Mays led the N.L. in 
walks (112), stole 23 bases, and sparked the Giants to their second 
pennant with his play in the first half of the season... Finished the year at 
271 with 18 homers and 61 RBIs... His last home runina San Francisco 
uniform came on September 26, connecting off Steve Blateric at Cin- 
cinnati, his 646th career shot ... Mays was in the Opening Day lineup all 
15 seasons with San Francisco ... He is the all-time S.F. Giant leader in 
all offensive categories ... Led the N.L. in slugging percentage 1954, 
1955, 1957, 1964-65 ... Led in total bases 1955, 1962, 1965 .., Led in 
stolen bases 1956-1959 ... Led N.L. outfielders in double plays 1954- 
1956, 1965 ... Was voted to The Sporting News All-Star Major League 
teams 1954, 1957-1960, the N.L. All-Star teams 1961-1966, and the N.L. 
All-Star fielding teams 1958-1968 ... In his career with the Giants, New 
York and San Francisco, Willie played 22 seasons (although losing 
almost two years to military service) and batted .300 or more ten times, 
had 100 or more RBis ten times, scored 100 or more runs 12 consecutive 
times, had 20 or more doubles 16 times, and hit 30 or more home runs 11 
times ... Had a .307 average in the mid-season classic, with three 
homers, three triples, two doubles, 20 runs and nine RBIs... Set an N.L. 
record with two or more homers in a game 63 times ... Willie was the 
most prolific home run hitter of his generation, and is the only player 
with 300 or more home runs and 300 or more stolen bases. 


PRO CAREER. ..... Mays was traded to the New York Mets May 11, 1972, 
for Charlie Williams and cash ... In his debut for the Mets, in a game 
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against the Giants at Shea Stadium, Willie received a thunderous ova- 
tion with his fifth-inning home run to break a 4-4 tie... Reached base 14 
out of the next 27 trips to the plate, with three gamers and two home 
runs, but he showed signs of age as the year wore on, finishing at .250 -.. 
He appeared in just 66 games in 1973, played in the World Series against 
Oakland, then retired on October 24. 


PERSONAL/MISC. ...., The Giants sent scout Eddie Montague to in- 
specta first baseman, Alonzo Perry of the New York Cubans in the Negro 
Leaque, in 1950, ina game against the Birmingham Black Barons.., But 
Montague quickly spotted Mays, a speedy, agile 19-year-old outfielder 
for the Barons, with quick hands, a great arm and a powerful bat ... 
Montague forgot about Perry, and arranged a deal with the Barons, 
paying $14,000 for Mays’ contract .,. Willie was elected to the Baseball 
Hall of Fame in 1979 in his first year of eligibility, the ninth player in 
history to make it in his first try ... Had his uniform number (24) retired by 
the Giants ,.. Mays currently works for the Bally Corporation in Atlantic 
City, New Jersey ... He and his wife, Mae, make their home in Atherton, 
California.

GIANTS CAREER ..... Willie was one of the most respected and feared 
batsmen in baseball ... He exploded into the majors on July 30, 1959, 
going 4-for-4 in his debut, against Phillies’ ace Robin Roberts with two 
triples and two singles ... Hit .354 that season in 52 games, slugged 13 
home runs, and captured the Rookie of the Year award ... Started off the 
1960 season with seven home runs in his first 15 games, then tailed off 
badly, and was hitting .244 when optioned to Tacoma briefly in July ... 
Fired a Fourth of July salute with two homers and seven RBis in the first 
game of a doubleheader against the Mets in an 11-4 win in 1962 ... 
Batted .293 that year and hit a tremendous homer off the Yankees’ Ralph 
Terry in the second game of the World Series, which the Giants won 2-0 
... His outstanding power became evident in 1963 when he tied Hank 
Aaron for the home run title (44) ... Willie led the club in game-winning 
hits in 1966 (15) ... Although hampered throughout the 1967 Season with 
injuries, he managed to set a club record for most grand slams in a 
season, all three coming off left-handed pitching ... On May 4, 1968, he 
became the Giant grand slam leader, slugging his eighth off Larry Jaster 
of St. Louis ... The 1969 season was the most spectacular in his brilliant 
career ... Had a 16-game hitting streak, May 23-June 11, during which he 
batted .453, smashed 11 round-trippers and 21 RBis ... In the All-Star 
game on July 23, he homered twice to lead the Nationals to a 9-3 win, and 
won the Arch Memorial Award as MVP ... Led the Giants in game- 
winning hits (16) and set a Major League record with 45 intentional 
bases on balls .., Became the fifth player in M.L. history to earn back- 
to-back home run and RBI titles (36 HR, 105 RBIs in 1968; 45 HR, 126 
RBIs in 1969) ... Finished fifth in the N.L. in batting (.320) ... For his 
achievements in 1969, Willie won the MVP and was named The Sporting 
News Player of the Year ... Although 1970 was a season of injuries for 
Mac (he suffered from a chronic knee condition, blurred vision, and 
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shoulder and hip injuries), he still blasted 39 home runs and 126 ribbies, 
leading the Giants in both categories, and set a club record for most 
bases on balls in a season (137) ... Submitted to surgery on his ailing left 
knee in 1971, yet still led the league in walks (64), while appearing in just 
105 games ... Hit a pair of home runs in a losing cause to Pittsburgh in 
the 1971 League Championship Series ... Suffered a spiral fracture of 
his right arm in a collision with Johnny Jeter of San Diego in 1972 and 
was out of action six weeks ... “Stretch” was traded to the Padres with 
Bernie Williams for Mike Caldwell on Oct. 25, 1973 ... Was sold to 
Oakland in August, 1976, then opted for free agency at the end of the 
season ... Came into Spring Training in 1977 with the Giants as a 
non-roster player without a contract ... Made the club, and proved there 
was still a lot of life left in his bat ... Willie set two records on June 27 ina 
14-9 win over the Reds ... Hit two home runs in one inning, becoming the 
only player to do so twice in a career ... One of the homers was his 17th 
career grand slam, making him the all-time National League leader in 
that category ... His 18th career grand slam came on August 1 off 
Montreal's Mike Wegener ... One of Willie's biggest thrills came on 
September 18, Willie McCovey Day at Candlestick Park ... After going 
0-for-3, he smashed a long single to left-center in the ninth with two on 
and two out, scoring Derrel Thomas with his game-winning hit, and 
providing a storybook finish to his day ... Led the club that season in 
home runs (28), RBIs (86) and game-winning hits (15), and was named 
Comeback Player of the Year by The Sporting News and UPI... Also won 
the Hutch Award, an honor given to the player who overcomes adversity 
and displays the character and competitive instincts of former Cincin- 
nati Red Fred Hutchinson ... Willie appeared in just 108 games in 1978 
after suffering two injuries, but hit his 500th career home run off Jamie 
Easterly, July 1, in Atlanta ... Although he missed the 1979 Opening Day 
lineup for the first time as a Giant since 1962, Willie batted .393 as a 
pinch hitter in 1979, third in the National League ... Batted .500 with four 
homers and ten RBIs in a four-game period from June 14-17, and won 
the Player of the Week award ... Hit career home run number 512 on 
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June 9 off the Pirates’ Grant Jackson, passing Mel Ott as the top left- 
handed home run hitter in the National League ... Mac retired from the 
game he loved on July 6, 1980, and had his uniform number 44 retired 
during Willie McCovey Weekend in September ... Was honored with the 
establishment of the Willie Mac Award, given to the Giant player who 
best exemplifies the spirit and leadership consistently shown by Stretch 
throughout his 22-year career ... Willie is one of seven players to have 
performed in four different decades ... He is tied for the eighth spot on 
the all-time home run list with Ted Williams (521) ... One of the most 
destructive hitters of his era, the Reds introduced a drastic defensive 
shift to right field in an attempt to curb his power ... Was a six-time 
nominee to the N.L. All-Star squad ... He is the top home run hitter 
among first basemen (439, with 82 coming as a pinch hitter or outfiel- 
der), and has the most home runs at Candlestick Park (237) ... Estab- 
lished Major League records for most seasons with 20 or more inten- 
tional bases on balls (5), and most seasons as a first baseman (22).

GIANTS CAREER..... With his appointment as Manager of the Giants on 
Jan, 14, 1981, Frank brought to the club the winning attitude that distin- 
guished his playing career ,.. He led the Giants to their first winning 
season since 1978, and kept them in contention for the Western Division 
crown until October 1... Frank was instrumental in the signing of Joe 
Morgan in January, 1981 ... With Tom Haller, he has helped standardize 
club training procedures, and aided in trade negotiations .,. Also helped 
supervise the writing of the Giants’ first conditioning manual, a booklet 
sent to all players in the Giants system .., Headed a two-week mini camp, 
held for the first time by the Giants this off-season ... Originally signed to 
a two-year contract, Bob Lurie extended Frank's contract at the end of 
the 1981 season to four years, through 1984. 


PRO CAREER ..... With so many achievements during his 21-year 
career, it is no wonder that Frank was elected to Baseball's Hall of Fame 
on his first ballot, Jan, 13, 1982...In his first season at Cincinnati in 1956, 
Robby led the league in runs (122), tied a National League record for 
most home runs by a rookie (38), and was the first unanimous choice for 
N.L. Rookie of the Year ... Named to the first of 11 All-Star squads in 
1956, six for the Nationals and five for the Americans ... Won the Golden 
Glove award as a left fielder in 1958 ... Led all National League first 
basemen in double plays (111) in 1959... Frank's first MVP award came 
in 1961, when he batted .323, belted 37 home runs and knocked in 124 
runs ... Also named Outstanding National League Player that season by 
The Sporting News ... The 1962 season marked the third consecutive 
year that he led the league in slugging percentage ...

He became the only player to 
hit a ball completely out of Memorial Stadium, off Cleveland's Luis Tiant, 
on May 8 ...|n the World Series against Los Angeles, Robby slugged two 
homers, both off Don Drysdale, to lead the Orioles to a four-game sweep 
of the Dodgers, and was named series MVP... Led the A.L. in total bases 
(367), slugging percentage (.636), runs scored (122), and became the 
tenth Triple Crown winner with 49 home runs, 122 RBIs and a .316 
average ... Won the BBWAA’s award as MVP (becoming the only player 
in history to win the MVP in both leagues), was named the A.L. and MLL. 
Player of the Year by The Sporting News, and was named the Orioles' 
MVP, an award he also won in 1967 ... Frank managed the Santurce club 
in the Puerto Rican Winter League the first of eight times during the 
1968-1969 season, won the pennant and was named Manager of the 
Year in his rookie appearance as skipper ...

Jim Perry in game one .,. Mets Manager Gil Hodges had such high 
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regard for the home run prowess of Robinson that he placed four menin 
the outfield when Frank was at the plate in the World Series that year ... 
Named to the All-Time Oriole Team, an honor bestowed by the fans, in 
1969 ... Tied a Major League record for most grand slam home runsina 
game (2), against Washington, in consecutive at-bats on June 26... Won 
the Arch Memorial award as MVP in the 1971 All-Star contest ... Clouted 
career home run number 500 off the Tigers’ Fred Scherman on Septem- 
ber 13 ... Traded to Los Angeles on Dec. 2, 1971, with Pete Richert, for 
Doyle Alexander, Bob O'Brien, Sergio Robles, and Royle Stillman ... 
Following his trade to Los Angeles, Baltimore retired his uniform 
number (20), making him the first Oriole so honored ... Traded to the 
California Angels with Bobby Valentine, Billy Grabarkewitz and Bill 
Singer for Andy Messersmith and Ken McMullen, Nov. 30, 1972... Hada 
fine season with the Angels in 1973, setting club records for most home 
runs (30) and most RBIs (97) by a righthander ...
